Chicago, Jan. 25.—When the sec- 


ond day's inquiry by the inter-state 
commerce commission into the "com- 
munity" of interest" combination of 
the great railways of the northwest 
opened today intense interest was 
manifested.

Jam«& J. Hill would resume his tes- 
timony and the United States court 
room, where the investigation was 
, held, was crowded with well known 
railway men from all over the coun- 
try, alii eager to learn more of the 
details of the iimer workings of the 
gigantic Northern Securities com- 
pany from the master mind that con- 
ceived it. Possibly as much interest 
centered around E. H* Harriman, 
who organized the Southern Pacific- 
Union Pacific combination and who 
was Mr. Hill*s opponent in the strug- 
gle for the Northern Facific-Burling- 
rton control. Contrary to expecta- 
tion Mr. HarrimattjWjfts the first wit- 
ness called.

tigation were W. S. Melten, president 
of t^e Northern Pacific, and George 
B. Harris^president of fthe Burling- 
ton. 


THE PANIC IN MAY. 


When Mr. Harriman went on the 


stand the line of questioning by W. 
A. Bay, counsel for the commission, 
led up to a -statement of the great 
"Wail street panic last May when 
Northern Pacific stock went up to 
$1,000 a share. Mr. Harriman had 
testified that the Oregon Short line, 
aided by the Union Pacific, had pur- 
chased some $78,000,000 of Northern 
Pacific stock, and that the Union 
Pacific, through the Voice of its di- 
rectors, controlled the Southern Pa- 
cific. It was developed that all this 
Northern Pacific stock, which was 
held iu the names of E. H. Harriman 
and Winslow Pierce, was sold last 
summer. An effort 
was made to 


learn why the purchase had been 
made only to sell again and this 
brought 
from Mr. Harriman 
the 


statement that he was glad to ex- 
plain the so-called "contest" in the 
New York stock exchange which re- 
sulted in the famous "black Thurs- 
day," 


THERE WAS NO CONTEST. 


"I don't think there was any con- 


test," said Mr. Harriman. 
"Some of 


u&—the Oregon Short line (people- 
thought it would be advantageous to 
have an interest in Northern Pacific 
and purchased stock that was lying 
loose all over this country and 
Europe—held by five to seven, thous- 
and persons* 
fWe made no contest 


for the control of Northern Pacific— 
we purchased a majority of the capi- 
tal stock. We purchased prior to the 
supposed contest and no stock was 
acquired during the panic in May." 


•Mr* Day tried- to show that the con- 


test lor Northern Pacific stock was 
the forerunner 
of the 
panic on 


change, but Mr. Harrimau insisted 
that such was not the case. 


"Some of the stock," he continued, 


"we had bought in markets all over 
the world. Some of this was on the 
way from those various ^markets to 
be delivered. In the meantime the 
sellers borrowed." 


Questions were then put that indi- 


cated "Jobbing" had been resorted to 
in the purchase, and which brought 
the reply: "The stock was purchased 
in New York from persons who 
bought from owners. Then when the 
so-called contest came and the stock 
was demanded, the sellers found it 
difficult to fulfill the contracts. Our 
interests in every case gave these 
persons all the time they wanted." 


DENIES IT WAS A TKTJCE. 


An attempt was made by the com- 


mission to draw out statements to the 
effect <that the final sale of Northern 
Pacific stock by the organization 
Short Line (a» controlled by the TJn- 
ion Pacific-Southern Pacific systems) 
was only after an understanding, or 
a truce, with Mr. Hill and the sup- 
posed interest* that combatted for 
Northern Pacific in the panic 


Mr. Harriman said that after the 


purchase WIB made he and his col

o the various lines maintaining 
raffic rates. The complaint has been 
if too high rates—we may be able to 
top the discrimination in rates of 
one shipper against another." 


FREE HAND IS BEST. 


He stated that this, however, need 


not have been done in such a com* 
pany. The suggestion was made by 
he commission that this company 
might also prevent reduction of pub- 
ished rates by competing roads. He

I love the little 
ones." 


As the train drew into tfoe out- 


skirts of the city, factory whistles 
blew their wildest notes and squads 
of people rushed down every Street 
eading to the tracks and waved 
their hands. Whenever possible the 
admiral answered back through the 
windows of his car, bowing his head 
and fluttering his handkerchief* 


Mrs, Schley seemed to enjoy the 


demonstration even more than her 
distinguished husband* 


I didn't sleep very well last 


night/* said the admiral in a moment 
when the crowd along the 'way was 
not engaging' his attention. 
"You 


know a train doesn't rock the way a 
ship does. It's too jerky—afid the 
whistles—they'd wake the dead. But 
1 feel in first class health and I hope 
to survive these many years-^well, 
at least five days, for I want to finish 
my itinerary." 


A reporter ventured the remark, re 


ferring to shoutine crowds, that the 
admiral "had it ail coming to him*" 


"It is as great a reward as can be 


hoped for on this earth," the admiral 
remarked, half to himself, "But in 
the streets above, boys, we shall all 
be judged, and will receive our prop- 
er reward—the rewards for the good 
we have done, I mean, and punish- 
ment for our misdeeds." 


CROWD WENT WILD. 


A double line of policemen stood at 


the depot when the admiral alighted 
but the blue coats were uuabld to re- 
strain the crowd which straightway 
went wild at the sight of the easily 
recognized goatee which allowed 
above the heads of the guards as an 
unmistakable mark of the wearer's 
identity.

bus of the supreme court's decision in 
the case of the Nickel Plate railway 
vs. tfrank Shaffer, on appeal from 
the circuit court of Huron <xmoty, in- 
volving the blacklist, sustained the 
railroad company, Shaffer was dis- 
charged by the railroad company for 
participating in a strike. He claimed 
that he could not secure employment 
on any other road because the com- 
pany refused to give him a certificate 
of service, and he sued for damages. 
The judgment of the circuit court in 
favor of Shaffer was reversed by the 
supreme court, the ruling of which 
follows: 


"A master is under no legal obli- 


gation to give to his discharged ser- 
vant a statement of his service, 
whether or not it was satisfactory, 
and a discharged railroad employe 
cannot maintain an action for dam- 
ages against the company which dis- 
charged him for refusal to furnieh 
him with a clearance or statement of 
the record of his service, although 
he may have been unable to obtain 
ther employment in oonsequeac* of 
uch refusal by the company. 
"It is the right of every person, 


natural or artificial, to employ or re- 


e to employ in his business whom- 


oever he may wish, and he cannot 
e called on to answer for his Judg- 


ment in that regard by the public 
r individuals, nor can the motives 
which prompted his action be consid- 
red, A railroad company may law- 
tilly refuse to continue in its em- 
loy a person who has been engaged 
n a strike affecting its interests, or 
who has shown himself to be negli- 
gent, incompetent, inefficient or 
honest."

upon. Charles Dunn for the murder 
of Alice Cothrell has been postponed 
until the first day of the February 
term of the circuit court. 


At the time of the finding of the 


verdict declaring Dunn, guilty of the 
little Cothrell-girl's murder, today, 
Jan. 85th, being the last day of the 
term, was set as the day Tor pro- 
nouncing judgment according to the 
verdict and hearing whatever mo- 
tions might be offered by counsel for 
the defense, the motion for a new 
trial having been, overruled. Ac- 
cordingly, this morning promptly at 
9:30 the prisoner was brought into 
court, the attorneys having previous- 
ly been notified that the disposition 
of the cass would be made at that 
hour. There was no secrecy about 
the matter whatever, but the fact 
that the aged man was to b& arraign- 
ed at that hour was not much noised 
about, because th«re was 110 desire 
to have a morbid crowd present to 
witness the proceedings. 


PBISONER LOOKS WELL. 


As Dunn entered- the room he look- 


ed about him, nodded pleasantly to 
a few chance acquaintances and the 
several attorneys, and then took a 
seat facing the judge, clasped' his 
hands on. his lap ami immediately 
lapssd into a stoical state of appar- 
ent indifference, as has been his 
habit all through the proceedings. 
Prison life and fare continues 
to 


agree with Mm and the lines on 3iis 
cheeks «re' less drawn, a healthy 
color'marks his features, his eye is 
b;ight, his carriage steady and to 
'stranger he -would have been one 
of the last men in .the room to have 
been selected as the prisoner to be 
sentenced. As soon as the faint stir 
caused by his entrance had subsided 
Samuel L. Morris, his counsel, ad- 
dressed the court and moved that the 
pronouncement of judgment 
be de* 


ferred '-until Konday, Peb, 3d, the 
same being the first day of the JFeb- 
ruary term.

would 
consist of over 


1,600 pages of typewritten matter; 
of this over 450 pages still remains 
to be transcribed, although the sten- 
ographer, BTr, ITnd-ei-woodj had been 
untiring in his labors in an effort to 
get the work completed. 


Counsel set out further that the 


law was arbitrary on one point and 
that was that the bill of exceptions 
must be prepared within sixty days 
and no more after judgment is pro- 
nounced, and that it would be 
arduous job to complete the tran- 
scription, submit it to the judge and 
take it into complete consideration 
for the purpose of making up the 
bill of exceptions. He deemed it ab- 
solutely necessary in the interests of 
his client, whose liberty for Hife was 
involved, to have a little further 
time, and inasmuch as it wild not 
be extended after sentence was pro- 
nounced, he thought it a matter of 
justice only to postpone the hour of 
pronouncing sentence. There was no 
objection on the part of the state 
and the judge ordered the entry made 
fixing the first day of the February 
term for judgment as asked for. 
Dumx -sat entirely unmoved during

of his case, and 


after the entry was made on the 
docket he was immediately conducted 
back to his quarters at the county 
Jail.

Washington, Jan. 25.—Tlie demo- 


cratic members of the house of rep- 
resentatives met in caucus in the 
hail of the house at 8 o'clock last 
evening and after a ghort but spir- 
ited contest adopted resolutions de- 
claring that they were without power 
to promulgate a platform of princi- 
ples for the party, owing to the bind- 
ing character of the party platform 
heretofore regularly made at a. na- 
tional convention. 
The contest oc- 


curred over a sub-resolution, proposed 
by Rapresentative Hemy, of Texas, 
more specifically declaring it to be 
the duty of every democratic repre- 
sentative to adhere to the national 
democratic platform -until another 
democratic convention adopts a new 
platform. 


The Indiana members took 
the 


position that it was entirely out of 
place for the caucus cither to com- 
ment upon pasrt party platforms or to 
attempt to make a new one, inasmuch 
as whatever it might decide upon 
would hatve no binding effect and 
would only emphasise existing* differ- 
ences of opinion. Congressman Miers 
voiced the sentiment of the Indiana 
delegation to rthis effect. 


The caucus was the outgrowth of 


animated discussion' among demo- 
cratic members ever since the present 
session of congress began, the chief 
issue being as to the extent to which 
the Kansas Ctty platform should be 
reaffirmed or should be superseded 
by a new declaration of policy. The 
j£an of an entirely new declaration 
took form early in the 
session in 


resolutions by Representative Mc- 
Clelland, of Ekrw York, setting forth 
numerous planks, but -omitting the 
financial declarations d the Kansas 
City platform. 


PLAN OF FITZGERALD. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, of Jfew York, also 


proposed 
a 
resolution 
declaring 


against any interference with the 
existing standard of values. On the 
other hand, Representative Bail, of 
Texas, proposed a specific reaffirms 
tion of the Kansas City platform. 
These and several other resolutions 
of policy were referred to a special 
committee of twelve leading demo- 
cratic members, headed by Repre- 
sentative Kichardson, of Tennessee, 
the democratic floor leader. It was 
to receive the restart of this commit- 
tee that the caucus of 'last night was 
held. 


ATTENDANCE WAS LAE0E. 
The interest taken was shown in 


the large attendance, 139 democrats 
out of the total of 153 being present. 
Representative Hay, of Virginia, oc- 
cupied the chair and by his rulings 
endeavored 
to allay 
the friction 


which has occurred at times during 
the 
discussions. 
Mr. Bichardson 


presented the majority report, con- 
curred in by all of the members of 
the special committed 
except Mr. 


Henry. It recited the work of the 
committee and closet with the fal- 
lowing recommendation: 


uWe are of opinion that as the rep- 


resentatives of our 
various con- 


stituencies and as members of the 
caucus made up of such representa- 
tives, we have no power or author- 
ity to construct or promulgate a>plat- 
form of principles 
for our party; 


that we cannot increase or minimize 
the binding effect of platforms of the 
party heretofore regularly made and 
adopted by the people in convention 
assembled for that purpose.

decided on the appointment yester- 
day afternoon and Judge Gillett was 
informed of his appointment by the 
following telegram from the gov- 
ernor's office at 5 o'clock: 


"fohn H. Gillett, Hammond, Ind. 


—Your commission as justice of the 
supreme court to succeed Francis E. 
Baker awaits you here." 


Judge Gillett will probably come 


to Indianapolis today and .receive 
his commission. He will also prob- 
ably be sworn in today. If he does 
not receive the oath of office today 
it is likely that the ceremony will 
take place Monday or Tuesday, If 
the court administers the. oath Tue&- 
day it will be in open court. The 
oath will likely be adttninietered by 
Chief Justice Jordan or Clerk Brown.

The caucus was the outgrowth of 


animated discussion! among demo- 
cratic members ever since the present 
session of congress began, the chief 
issue being as to the extent to which 
the- Kansas Cfty platform should be 
reaffirmed or should be superseded 
by a new declaration of policy. The 
plan of an entirely new declaration 
took form early in the 
session, in 


resolutions by Representative Mc- 
Clelland, of Ntw York, setting forth 
numerous planks, but 'omitting the 
financial declarations of the Kansas 
City platform.

The factors are a moist, still air, and 
the large quantities of unconsumeti 
smoke. Sir Willialn Richmond esti- 
mated ttoaft as many as 6,000 tons 
of coal were carried off in suspension 
in the afcmosphere daily 
from the 


chimneys of London. This 
gives 


some idea, of the magnitude of the 
nuisance in that city. $he 
dirt 


caused 'by this black fog is only one 
of the resulting evils; days spent in 
darkness or in 'artificial light affect 
the mirid as well *& the body. The 
expense of artificial Idgflut as well as 
the large amount of oxygen con- 
sumed by •artificial light is another

importance which 


Should be considered in this connec- 
tion. InHvafbutants of dark cities are

WANT STREET CAB LINE. 


If there is virtue in peiseverance 


or truth iu the old adage that the 
"third time has a charm," the em- 
ployes of the east shops and yards, 
whose homes are in other portions 
of the city will, before another year, 
be riding to and from their work on 
street cars.

What constitutes the real finish 


in a photograph is but little under- 
stood by the general public. 
The 


aveiage person's idea is indeed very 
vague conceining it. When photo- 
graphs were made with a gloss or 
polish this was invaiiably consid- 
ered as the finish of the picture; the 
higher the polish the liner the fin- 
ish, irrespective of how careless the 
real finishing' was done. Since the ad- 
ventof the mat surface photograph the 
average mind has become more con- 
fused than ever as regards the finish, 
most people referring to the mount 
when speaking 
of 
it. 
Properly 


speaking, what then is the finish of 
a photograph? Briefly stated, it is 
the coirecting of false values as pro- 
duced in the photographic plate. This 
can be accomplished by 
careful, 


pains-taking 
retouching—not 
by 


smoothing over the entire face so as 
to destroy character—correctly model- 
ing the face and supplying what is 
lacking in the lighting, timing or 
false rendering of true color value ir- 
the negative. The printing also of- 
fers a great many opportunities for 
improvement in the finished result. 
Nor should we overlook the possibili- 
ties that lie in the balancing or trim- 
ming of the print. The most perfect 
of pictures may be almost utterly 
ruined by carelessness or ignorance 
in this very important part of the fin- 
ishing. Finally the proper style of 
mount should be used to place the pic- 
ture on. ITot one so loud and con- 
spicuous in design or color as to cry 
out for instant attention, hut one 
that is in perfect harmony with the 
picture in every respect,

But 
the editor knows his business and ho 
would rather leave out every item of 
news than have his paper suppressed 
and be himself sent to prison. 
And 


such punishment is the sure return 
for any unguarded remarks regard- 
ing the government or private per- 
sons which might cie&p into his col-

them and a guaid is stationed to see 
that no one tries to enter. For three 
days the editor can do nothing. The 
laws under which he is a ires ted aie 
modeled after those of the Code Na- 
poleon, and for three days he is held 
incommunicado while the authorities 
hunt up evidence. Ineii he is given 
a hearing. But in the meantime bis 
paper has been 
siippiessed and in 


many cases it never comes to life 
again, even though the editor may 
eventually clear himself of all blame.

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DR. TALMAGFS SERMON. 
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THE aOKBOWED AX, AN ELOQUENT DISCOURSE FEOM A \ \ 


CUEIOUSTEXT. 


Jan. 19,—In his dis- 


course Dr. Talntage makes practical 
uw of an occurrence in the Orient 
irliich has seldom attracted particu- 
lar attention. Text, II. 
Kings vi, 


6: "The iron did swim/' 


A theological seminary in the val- 


ley ,of Palms, near the River Jordan, 
had become so popular in the time of 
Elista, the. prophet, that more, ac- 
conmodations were needed for the 
students. 
The .classrooms and the 


dormitories must be enlarged, or an 
entirely new building constructed. 
What will they do? 
Will they send 


Up to Jerusalem and solicit contribu- 
tions lor this undertaking-? 
Will 


they send out agents to raise the 
money for a new theological semi- 
nary? 
Having raised the money. 


will they send for cedars of Lebanon, 
and garble from the quarries where 
Ahab got the stone for the pillars 
and walls of his palace? No; 
the 


stutferits propose to build it them- 
selves. They were rugged boys, who 
had been brought up in the country 
and who had never been weakened 
by the; luxuries of city life. All they 
ask is that.Elishft, 
their professor 


and prophet, go along with them to 
the woods and boss the job. They 
start for the work. Eiisha and Ins 
Students. Plenty of lumber in those 
regions along the Jordan. The syca- 
more is a stout strong tree, and good 
for timber. Mr. Gladstone asked me 
if I had seen in Palestine any syca 
more tree more 'beautiful than the 
one we stood under at Hawarden. 
tol.d him I had not. The sycamore 
near the Jordan are now attacked 
by Blisha's students, for they must 
have lumber for the new theological 
seminary. I suppose some of the stu- 
dents made an awkward stroke, and 
they were 
extemporized axraen. 


Stand from under! Crash! goes one 
of the trees and another, and anoth* 
*r. But something now happens so 
wonderful that the -occurrence will 
tax the credulity of the ages, so 
wonderful that many still think it 
never happened at all. One of the 
students, not able to own an ax, had 
borrowed one. You must remember 
that while the a± of olden time was 
much like our modern ax, it differed 
til-the fact that, instead of the helve 
or handle- being thrust into a socket 
in fne iron head/the head of the ax 
was .fastened 
on the handle by a 


leather throng; and so it might slip 
the helve. 
A student of the semi- 


nary was swinging his ax against 
one of those trees, and whether it 
was at the moment he made his first 
stroke and the chips flew, or was aft- 
er he had cut the tree -from all sides 
so deep that it was ready to fall, we 
are not told, but the ax-head and the 
handle parted. Being near the river- 
side, the ax-head dropped into the 
river and sank to the muddy bottom. 
Great was the student's dismay. If 
it ha-d been his own ax, it would have 
been bad enough, but the ax did not 
belong to him. He had no means to 
buy. -another for the kind man <who 
had loaned it to him. But God helps 
the helpless, and he generally helps 
through some good and sympathetic 
soul, and in this case it was Elisha, 
who was in th* woods and on the 
river bank at the time. He did not 
see the ax-head fly off and so he ask- 
ed the student where it dropped. He 
was shown the place where it went 
down into the river* 
Then EHsha 


broke off a 'branch 
of a tree and 


threw it into the water, and the ax- 
hekil'rrae from/the depths of 
the 


river and floated to the'bank, so 'that 
the student had just to stoop down 
and take up the restored property. 
Now you see the meaning of my text, 
"the iron did swim/* 


Suppose a hundred years ago some 


one had told people that the time 
would -come when hundreds of thous- 
ands of tons of iron would float on 
th* Atlantic and Pacific—iron ships 
from New 
York to Southampton, 


from London to Calcutta, from 
San 


Francisco to Canton. The man mak- 
ing such a prophecy would have been 
sent to an asylum or carefully watch- 
ed as incompetent to go alone. We 
have all in our day seen iron &wdm. 
Now, if man can make hundreds cf 
tons of metal float, I am disposed to 
think that the Almighty could make 
an «x*head float. 


for their coming profession. 


I near from different sources that 


thera'is ^ great deal of infidelity 
in some of the theological seminaries 
of our d»ay. They think thatt -the Oar 
den of 'Eden is an allegory, and that 
•Moses did not write the Pentateuch, 
and that the Book of Job is onJy 
drama, and that the Book of Jonali 
is an unreliable fisih story, and that 
water wa* not turned into wine, al- 
though -the 'bartender now by lavge 
dilution turns wine into water, and 
that most of 'tfae so-called miracles 
of the Old and New Testament were 
wrought by natural causes. 
When 


tlho?3 infidels graduate, from the the- 
ological sarahuiy, and take the pul- 
pits of America as expounders of the 
Holy Scriptures, what advocates they 
will be of that Gospel for the truth of 
which the martyrs died! Hail the 
Polycarpa 'and Hugh Latimers and 
John Xnoxes of the twentieth cen- 
tury* -believing Dhe Bible is true In 
spots! Would to God that some great 
revival of religion 
might 
sweep 


through all I'he theological semina- 
ries of this land, confirming 
the 


faith of the cciuing expounders of an 
entire Bible. Was it not a mighty 
thing* lor those theological students 
under -ElisQi.i to liave impressed upon 
them the fact that their professoi 
and teacher, Elislia, was from God 
and that a law of nature can be re- 
voked or put under, or set aside as 
the Lord wills it? As easily as we can 
wind up a waitdh -or put its hands 
forward or backward, can God do 
anything He chooses to do with HI 


"What," says some one, "would be 


the us* of such a miracle?" Of vast, 
erf infinite, of .eternal 
importance, 


Th0«* students were preparing for 
the ministry. They had joined the 
theological seminary to get all its 
adYJtttitgeft. 
They needed to have 


their faith strengthened. They need- 
ed to to persuaded that Ood can do 
eretytfcing, 
They needed to learn 


that Ood take* notice of little things; 
that there it no emergency of life 
whet* he is not willing to help* 
winding oil the tanks of that Joi-

not Wiou away." It is right tha 
one 'barrow the means of ge-tting an 
education, 'as the young student o 
my text borowed the ax. It is rigli 
to borrow means for the forwarding 
of commercial ends. 
Most of th 


vast fortune's thait now overshadow 
tiie land -were ha tolled out of a bor 
rowed dollar. 


If in any 'assembly it were request 


ed thovt those who had never bor 
row^d hodd 
up their hands, noiu 


would -ba lifted; or, if 'here and ther< 
a hand were lifted, we -would know 
that ic was a case of inveracity. Bor 
row? Why, we are borrcwing all tin 
tiime. "We borrow from the Lord tin 
sunlig'hJt that shows us our way, th< 
water tiittt slakes our -iihiirst, the fooc 
t'hai: refreshes us three times a day 
>iihe pillow OH which we slumber. W< 
borrow gladness from our friends 
We borrow all elevated surroundings 
The ohurdi borrows all its beauty 
from the Christ who founded it. In 
our songs 'and sermons- we borrow 
from the raptures '6f hfcaven. 


W« borrow time. We will borrow 


eternity. And that constant borrow 
ing implies (a reftuin. 
For what we 


borrow from God we must pay back 
in he'ju-ty .thanks -and Christian serv 
ice, in improvement of ourselves and 
helpfulness for others. 'For 
bonow in the shape of protection 
from gVrod government, we must pay 
b.ick in patriotic devotion. For what 
we borrow from 'our parents in thai 
good example and their hard wprk 
wrought for us in our journey from 
cradle-to manhood or womanhood, for 


the 'a'g'es to come we ought to be 


paying -back.

'hallelujahs of 


heaven will be returned for cincifix 
ion agony. 


The student wielding that ax in 


tha valley of Palms did not steal the 


pU'iuent. ,.He expected to return 
mid \7then he &.iw that he would 


not be able to return it, he ejacu 
la!t:d the 
words I have already 


quoted: "Alas, master! for it was 
borrowed," 
There needs to be *a 


more punctilious observance of the 
duty of returning that which is bor* 
rowed. 
If suddenly -all the world 


should -wake up to this duty, end 
borrowed things should go back to 
tluir owners, wh'aft a revolution in 
libraries, in (homes, in churches, in 
6't;,t3 andniatiotial legislature! What 
bDoks frsca/ping from shelves where 
thfy have no rigflit to stay. What 
pittuies leaving walls! What mil- 
lions of dollars, changing banks, 
leaving 'th* places where they have 
no right for places wfoere they are 
due: Pay up, you people who have 
wha't dees not 'belong to y&u. There 
•are cases Trihere that is impossible, 
and you have not the means to pay, 
as the etudent of my text could not 
have returned the ax-head if a sud- 
den relief had not bonne. If you can 
not pay *11, pay part; aft no doubt 
this Sdhohr of Elteha would have re- 
turned the handle of th* -ax, if he 


t baro returned the head.

'-X>o not accustom 


yourself to consider dsbt only as an 
inconvenience; you will find it a 
calamity."We have a right to borrow 
for the absolute necessities, expect- 
ing-to pay back again, but we ought 
never to barrow for the luxuries. Ac* 
cording to the "Laws of Anusis," in 


:, if a man died without paying 


that which 'he had borrowed, *he was 
deprived all obsequies. If that law 
were in vogue in our times how many 
postponed and impossible funerals![ 


Furthermore, let us admire these 


young men of Elisha's theological 
seminary, for the fact that they were 
earning their own way. The most of 
those today who are successful in the 
professions, medicating the sick, or 
advocating the law, or preaching the 
gospel, fought their own way on and 
up. Those are the kind of men who 
know what education is worth and 
know how to use it. Many of us re- 
member that in college days the sons 
of affluent fathers, with plenty of 
money to spend, and horses to drive, 
and libraries crowded with books 
never read, and wardrobes that kept 
them in perplexity as to which of 
many garments was appropriate for 
the weather that day, were worth to 
the world nothing since, while the 
young men in college who had to 
economize three months in order to 
get some book they needed, and wh6 
could hardly raise money for their 
diploma, have since wrought xnight< 
ily for God and the truth, turning flic 
world upside down because it was 
wrong side up. 


In the summer watering places 


north, south, east and west, in thfc 
great hotels, serving at table and in 
baggage room, are theological stu- 
deiits'who are in preparation for the 
ministry, earning in July and Au- 
gust the means by which they may 
study the other months of the year. 
I hail them; I cheer them; I blecs 
them. They will be the Herscfheis 
in the observatories, the Dr. Motts 
in your medical colleges, the Kufus 
Choates in your court rooms, the 
Bishop Mcllvaines in your pulpits 
Let them not now be ashamed of the 
ax with which they hew the beam for 
Elisha's seminary. 


Those students in the valley of 


Palms by the .Jordan had a physical 
strength and hardihood that would 
help them in their mental and 
spiritual achievements. We who are 
toiling for the world's betterment 
need brawn as well as brain, strong 
bodies as well as illumined minds and 
consecrated souls. 
Many of those 


who are now doing the best work in 
church and state got muscle and 
power of endurance from the fact that 
in early life they were compelled to 
use ax or plow or flail or hammer 
while many who were brought up in 
the luxuries of life give ont before 
the battle is won. They are keen and 
sharp of mind, but have no physica 
endurance. They have the ax-head 
but no handle. 
The body is the 


handle of the soul. 


Let all those who toil for their edu- 


cation remember they are especially 
favored, and if things go against 
them and the ax head should fly the 
helve, that very hinderment may 
some time turn out advantageously 
as the accident by the River Jordan 
which seemed to finish <the 
student's capacity to help build the 
new seminary, resulted in a splen- 
did demonstration of the power 
oJ 


Elisha's God to help any one who 
helps himself. No ax that was ever- 
wielded has wrought so well as thai 
ax, the handle and head of which 
parted. 


body, as well'as soul, the law of grav- 
tation paratjrzed. God mightier than 
any law He ever created, O, I like 
the miracles, because they show Ood 
independent of everything. And "if 
the Israelites are hungry in the des- 
ert, the manna will fall out of all the 
cupboards of heaven; and if the su- 
pernatural needs to be demonstrated, 
the foot of Christ will find the sur- 
face of Lake Galilee a crystal pave- 
ment, and if the despairing student 
on the banks of the Jordan cries oat 
because of the lost ax head, the iron 
will swim* 
' 


Notice, 
the divine power in 


Notice, also, how God is superioi 


to every law that He has made, even 
the strongest law of nature—the law 
of gravitation, The stick that Elislia 
threw into the Jordan floated, but the 
ax head sank. By inexorable la'w, it 
must go down into the depths of the 
Jordan, yet without so much as 
touch, the hard, heavy metal sought 
the surface. There it is, the floating 
ax head. 
What "a rebuke to those 


who reject miracles on the ground 
that they are contrary to nature, 
though the law were stronger than 
the God who made the law! Again 
and ag-ain in Bible times was that 
law revoked. Witness the scene on 
the banks of the same Jordan, where, 
in after time, the ax head sank and 
rose. Elijah stood there, wearing 
cape of Sheepskin, when there was a 
mighty stir in the air and. a flashing 
equipage descended* Elijah stepped 
into it, and on wheels of fire, drawn 
by horses of fire, lie rose, tfifty men 
for three days 'searched the moun- 
tains, to see if the body of Elijah had 
not been dropped among tfie rocks, 
and picked at by birds of prey, but 
the search was in vain. The law of 
gravitation had been defeated. 


There Christ stoo'd by,His disciples 


on the Mount of Olives, after His 
coming out of the sepulcher. No lad- 
ders let down for His ascension, but 
His feet lift from the hill, and He 
goes up until the curtain of cloud 
drops, and He is invisible. 
Law of 


gravitation 
again 
unharnessed. 


Enoch, Methuselah's father, escaping 
death, went up bodily, and will have 
no need of resurrection. So will all 
the good Who shall be still alive at 
he end of the world* They will not 
need wings. 
Every one of the mil- 


ions c! our plmnet wbo loved and 
served the Lord, if then ftUre, will 


up/' *» the Bibl* »ays,' 


the backwoods. 
Wonderful things 


were done tit the cities' of Jericho and 
Jerusalem and Babylon and Uineveh, 
and the great cities of our time have 
seen the divine power; but this Air- 
acle of my text was in the back- 
woods, far Away from the city—in 
the lumber districts, where the stu- 
dents had gone to cut timber for the 
new theological seminary. And if 
this sermon -shall come, as it will 
come, like my other sermons for the 
last thirty years, without missing a 
week, let me ;uy to those far Away 
from the house of God, and in the 
mountain 
districts, that my text 


shows the divine power in the back- 
woods. The Lord by every stream, 
as he certainly was by the Jordan ^ 
on every mountain, as surely as he 
was on Mount Zion; on every lake, 
as on Tiberias; by every rock, as by 
the one whose gushing, waters slack- 
ed the thirst of the marching Israel- 
ites. 


Do not feel 
lonely because your 


nearest neighbor may be miles away, 
because the width of the continent 
may separate you from the place 
where your cradle was rocked and 
your father's grave was dug. Wak- 
ened though you may be by lion's 
roar or- panther's scream, God 
help you, whether at the time the 
forest around 
you 
raves in the 


midnight 
hurricane or you suffei 


from something quite insignificant, 
like the loss of an, ax-head. 
Take 


your Bible .out under the trees, if the 
weather will permit, and 'after you 
have listened to the. solo of a 'oird in 
the tree tops 
or the long-meter 


psalm of the thunder, read those 
words of the Bible, .which must have 
been written 
out 
of doors: "The 


trees of the Lord are full of sap; the 
cedars of Lebanon which lie hath 
planted, where, the tods, make theii 
nests; as fqr-the stork, the fir trees 
are her house. . The high hills are a 
refuge for the wild 'goats, and the 
rocks for the conies, Thou makest 
darkness, arid it is night, wherein 
all the beasts of the forest do -creep 
forth, 
The.'^youag lions roar after 


their prey, and seek their meat from 
God. The %uu ariseth, they gathei 
themselves together, and lay them 
down in their, dens* Man goeth fortj 
unto his work, and to his labor, untr 
the evening. 0, :Lord, how manifold 
are thy works! In wisdom hast Ihou 
made them all. The earth is full 
(of 


thy riches." ''How, do you like that 
sublime pastoral? 


My subject also reminds us of the 


importance of keeping our chief im- 
plement for work in good order. I 
think that young theological stu- 
dent on the banks of Jordan was to 
blame for not examining the ax be- 
fore he lifted it that day against a 
tree, 
He could in -a moment have 


found out whether the helve and the 
head were firmly fastened. The sim- 
ple fact was, the ax was not in good 
order, or the strongest stroke that 
sentvthe edge into the hard sycamore 
would not have left the implement 
headless. 
So God has given every 


one of us an ax with which to hew. 
Let us keep" it in good order, having 
been sharpened by 'Bible study and 
strengthened by prayer. The reason 
we sometimes fail in our wqrk is be- 
cause we have a dull ax or we do not 
know how aright to swing it. The 
head is not aright on the handle. 
At the time'we want the most skill 
for work and perfect equilibrium we 
lo&e our head. We expend in useless 
excitement the nervous energy that 
we ought to have employed 
in 


direct, straightforward work. Your 
ax may be a pen or a type of a yard- 
stick or a scales or a tongue, -which 
in legislative hall or business cir- 
cles or Sabbath class or" pulpit is to 
speak for God and righteousness; but 
the ax will not 'be worth much until 
it has been sharpened on the grind- 
stone of affliction. 
People who have 


had no trouble or only little trouble 
do not amount to much for useful- 
ness, but God puts their ax on 'the 
hard circle of the grindstone, and be- 
trayal gives it a turn, and pain gives 
it a turn, and poverty gives it a turn, 
and disappointment gives it a turn, 
and bereavement gives it a turn. 
And now it is sharp enough for sue* 
cessful work; and how it cuts down 
evil and builds schools and 'churches 
and theological seminaries! 


G-o right through the world, and 


go right through all the past ages, 
and show me one man or woman who 
las done anything for the world 
worth speaking of, whose ax was not 
ground on the revolving wheel of 
mighty trouble, It was not David, 
or he was dethroned and hounded by 
unfllial Absalom* fcnarely it was not 
Paul, for he was thipwrecked and 
whipped with ^ thirty-nine stripes 
from rods fetid el&vwood on bis way 
to bttieadftittii, 
furilf. it was not 


Abraham Lincoln, callfd by every 


vile name that human and satanic 
turpitude could invent, and depicted 
by cartoonist with more meanness 
than any other man.ever suffered, on 
the way to meet a biiltet crashing 
through his temples. 


But I have now come to the foot of 


the Alps, which we must climb be- 
fore we can see the wide reach of my 
subject. See in all this theme how 
the impossible may be turned into 
possibles. That ax-head was sunken 
in the muddiest river that could be 
found. The alarmed student of Eli- 
sha may know where it went down, 


d may dive for it, and perhaps 


fetch it up; but can the sunken ax- 
head be lifted without a hand thrust 
deep into the mud at the bottom of 
the river? No; that is impossible. 


admit, so far as human power is 


concerned, it is impossible. But with 
God all things are possible. 
'After 


the tiee branch was thrown upon the 
surface 
of Jordan, 
"the iron did 


swim.*' 


Some one asks me: "Did you ever 


see iron swim?" 
Yes, yes; many a 


time/ I saw a soul hardened until 
nothing could make it harder. All 
styles of sin had plied that soul. It 
was petrified as to all fine feeling. 
It had been hardening 
for thirty 


years. It had gone into the deepest 
depths. It had been given up as 
lost. 
The father -had given it' up. 


The mother, the last to do so, had 
given it up. But one day, in andwei' 
to some prayer, a branch of the dis 
foliaged tree of Calvary was thrown 
into the dark and sullen stream, and 
the sunken soul responded to its 
power, and* rose into the light, and 
to the astonishment of the church 
and -the wofld, "tjje iron did swii^. 
I have seen.hundreds of cases like 
that.

has only two ingredients—clay and 
spittle.

entirely new building constructed 
What will they do? 
Will they send 


up to Jerusalem and solicit contribu- 
tions for this undertaking?

the helve. 
A student of the sem 


nary was swing-ing his ax agains 
one of those trees, and whether 
was at the moment he made his fir 
stroke and the chips flew, or was af 
er he had cut the tree from all sid 
co d«ep that it was ready to fall, w 
are not told, but the ax-head and th 
handle parted. Being near the rive 
aide, the ax-head dropped into tl 
river and sank to the muddy bottoi 
Great was the student's dismay, 
it had been his own ax, it .would ha 
been, bad enough, but the ax did n 
belong" to him. He had no means 
buy, another for the kind uifin =w 
had loaned it to him. But God hel 
the helpless, and he generally hel 
through some good and sympathe 
soul, and in this case it was Elisb, 
who was in the woods and -on t 
river bank at the time. He did n 
see the ax-head fly off and so he as 
ed the student, where it dropped, 
was shown the place where it went 
down into the river. 
Then Elisha 


broke off a 'branch 
of a tree and 


threw it into the water, find the ax- 
he&d rose from -the depths of 
the 


river and floated to the 'bank, so 'that 
the student had just to stoop down 
and take up the restored property. 
Now you see the meaning of my text. 
'•The iron did swim."
